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DETAILED ACTION 

This office action is in response to tine amendment filed on 06/18/09. Applicant 
has amended claims 16 and 19. Currently claims 12-19 are pending in this instant 
application. Claims 12-15 were withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 
CFR 1 .142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected claims, there being no allowable generic 
or linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 03/02/09. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claim 16-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by James 
(5558090). 

Regarding claims 16-17. James discloses in figure 1, a patient interface (16), 
when in use in fluid communication with supply of gas (see column 2, lines 1 5-20), a 
forehead rest (12, 14) engaging the interface, a user-adjustable elastic (see claim 10) 
headband strap (18) mounted on the forehead rest by means of an adjustment peg (20), 
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figure 1 clearly shows the front portion of the headband resting against the face of a 
patient. 

3. Claims 16 and 18-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Lang et al. (7000614). 

Regarding claims 16 and 18-19, Lang discloses in figure 1, a patient interface 
(2), when in use in fluid communication with supply of gases, a forehead rest (10) 
engaging the interface, an elastic forehead pad (14) pivotally (rotatably) mounted on the 
forehead rest (10) which can be adjusted by pivoting (see arrow P) the pad relative to 
the forehead rest (10) to achieve different contact positions on the surface of the 
forehead of the user (see column 7, line 57- column 8, line 9) . 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1 6-1 9 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Conclusion 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Ho et al. (7296574) and Amarasinghe et al. (20040065328), 
Gunaratnam (6520182) and Landis et al. (5687715) discloses forehead rest for patient 
interface devices. 

6. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
